A lULL has been formulated for 
the legislature of Massachusetts to 
provide for state aid to the coun­ 
ties in making public roads, says 
the Kansas City Times. 
The bill 
provides for the purchase of steam 
rollers and portable stone crushers 
by the state, and to put them in 
control of the county commissioners 
of various counties, which are too 
poor to make good roads for them­ 
selves. 
One-half of the expense of 
making the roads to be paid by 
the counties and the other half by 
the state. 
In Pennsylvania there 
was an unexpected balance in the 
state treasury at the close of the last 
fiscal year, 
ended November 30, 
1892, of more than $6,000,000. The 
state is embarrassed by a revenue 
from its numerous corporations and 
other sources greater than the gov­ 
ernment requires.

‘■There ought to be a reorganization 
of our business,” one of the m ost in­ 
fluential booksellers said recently to 
a newsp .ap er critic. 
“ Publishers and 
book dealers should combine in p lac­ 
ing the trade up on a now basis.

p op ular fallacy is th at vve dealers 
make large p rofits, but nothing can be 
farther from the truth 
The p eop le 
forget the discounts, t ’ne continual 
cutting and cutting from our p roiRs. 
W hat does 
the 
‘p ublisher’s 
p rice’ 
mean? 
Nothing a t all.” 
“ Peop le certainly biijr 
]g>oks 
a t 
cheap p rices. 
According to tln‘ adver- 
tiseinenis of some dr^’ goods establish­ 
ments, p eop le are bujdng their books 
at almost nothing.” 
“ Don't 5^ou understand that? 
'Lake 
p ap er novels, for instance. 
The firm 
buys the books by the Imiutreds a t 
about 8 cents ap iece, altliougli the p ub­ 
lisher’s p rice is 25 cents ap iece. 
The 
adv ertisem ent announces ‘books at 10 
cents ap iece, reduced from 2.5 cents.’ 
“ In sup p lying large libraries tliere is 
less p rofit tlian you imagine. A library 
requires a certain book which can only 
be obtained at a distant city. 5Ve send 
for the book, p ay the p ostage, which 
is 10 cents or over, and sup p ly the 
library a t the usual discount. 
The 
p rofits cannot be very large on th a t 
sale. ” 
As there is undoubtedly an imp res­ 
sion th a t boolv-.scriing is a lucrativ e 
business, the dealer's asseraons bring 
new light. I’a rt of Boston's rep utation 
as a literary center re.^ts v. ilh its book
